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DETAILED ACTION 

1 This office action is responsive to the amendment filed on June 10, 2005. 

2 The rejection of claim 10 under 35 U.S. C 012(b) as being anticipated by Blzer et al. (EP 
0 601 302 Al), is withdrawn because of the applicant's amendment. 

EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

3 The application has been amended as follows: 
In the specification: 

In page 1, under the title, in a separate paragraph insert, - This application is a CIP of the 
US. Application No. 09/068,964, filed on May 20, 1998 and now a US. Patent No. 6,136,042 
which is a 371 of PCT/FR97/00885 filed on May 20, 1997. --. 

4 Applicant's arguments filed 6/10/2005 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive because the specification does not exclude the formula of the species Acid Brown 4 
that recited within the Markush group of the species of the claimed formulae. 

5 Claims 10-12 and 14 are allowed. 

STATEMENT OF REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

6 The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Among the Markush group of the species of the claimed formulae (I), (F), (1 1), (1 1 1), 
(V), (VI), (VI 5 ), (VII) and (IX), the species Acid Brown is excluded by the recited proviso. 
Therefore, the rejection of the claims based on the prior art (EP 0 601 302A1), that teaches the 
species Acid Brown 4 is withdrawn because of the recited proviso. Accordingly, the claimed 
subject matter as a whole would not have been obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art of 
hair dyeing formulation.
